HAS A TALK! 


With Men Who Hare Been Before 
the Court and Have Broken 
Promisee. 


HE WILL ENFORCE THE LAW 


Offenders Have Been Trifling With 
Legal Enaetments ae If They 
Were oi No Account. 


PRISONERS REALIZE 
T H E 
FA CT 


The w riter paid close attention 
to 
the ruling of his honor, Judge Hole, 
In yesterday’s court at Lisbon, 
and 
here gives a few pointers which may 
prove of benefit and interest to those 
m ost interested: 


“You were before me previous 
to 
this occasion and received due warn­ 
ing. 
You plead guilty of this second 
serious offense. You acknowledge that 
you have 
again sold to minors and 
h ab itu al. You have not exercised due 
care and precaution. 
Your business 
is a dangerous one, and you have not 
surrounded it with 
the 
safeguards 
which you know that the law demands 
that you must. You do not seem to 
have cared whether you broke the law 
Or n o t The only thing that pleads in 
way of extenuation is that you intend 
going out of the liquor and saloon 
business.” 
And then followed a sentence 
of 
heavy fines and costs. And again his 
honor speaks: 
“And you have 
nothing to say in 
your own defense. 
You were before 
this court some six months 
since, 
and you then solemnly promised to 
be very careful. You look like a man 
that would keep 
a 
promise. 
Your 
counsel has given a plea that bears 
with it something of extenuation, and 
I shall make your sentence somewhat 
lighter than I had intended.” 
And then followed a salty sentence 
in fines and costs. And again: 
“Your counsel says that you bear 
the reputation of being a reputable, 
law abiding citizen; that 
you have 
never before been indicted; that you 
have been in the business 
a 
good 
while; that the habitual to whom you 
sold the liquor did not drink it or get 
drunk thereon, as some one stole the 
liquor 
from 
the 
purchaser’s front 
yard; that I should be lenient in your 
case. 
Your intent to sell was com­ 
plete; you sold; you are not entitled 
to any credit because the man did not 
get drunk—because his beer was sto­ 
len." 
And then followed a somewhat light­ 
er sentence than In the previous case, 
but heavy enough to 
make the of­ 
fender more careful in the future as 
to whom he sells. And again: 
‘Ton have been here before. You 
!were found guilty of selling to minors. 


You promised to be careful and cir­ 
cumspect. You are now charged with 
selling to minors and with selling on 
Sunday. You say that you close your 
doors and clean up on Sunday. There 
stands no necessity for your cleaning 
up on the Sabbath day.” 


And then followed heavy fines and 
costs and a jail sentence. And again: 
“This is your first offense. You are 
a bartender. 
I warn you to be care­ 
ful and not to appear before me again. 
You have plead guilty to the offense 
of selling to a minor. You will pay a 
fine of $25 and costs and stand com­ 
m itted to the Canton workhouse until 
paid.” 
And again: 
“You havg plead guilty to being a 
common gambler. 
You have extenu­ 
ation in the fact that the prosecuting 
attorney informs me th at you 
were 
a good and fair witness; 
th at 
you 
answered all questions fairly 
before 
the grand jury and told the 
truth; 
that you 
were 
gambling in a club 
room. 
I shall make your sentence 
light; $5 and costs and stand 
com­ 
mitted until paid.” 
And again: 
“ Your second offense, sir. 
You 
were duly warned when here before. 
Two charges against you. 
You will 
pay a fine of $60 and costs in 
each 
case and stand committed until paid.” 
And again: 
“You have committed a serious of­ 
fense and I could give you a penalty 
of $500 and costs. 
You are not 
the 
principal of a gambling house, but 
you have acted the part of an emr 
ploye or assistant. You are a young 
man. 
They tell me that you are an 
honest workman; they tell me, fur­ 
ther, that you have ceased your con­ 
nection with this 
gambling 
house, 
that you have not indulged in gam­ 
bling since you were indicted, and that 
you have promised complete reforma­ 
tion. Your sentence is $50 and costs 
and stand committed.” 
And again, in the case of 
M artha 
Studenroth and her son, W alters: 
“It is a sad duty for me, Mrs. Stu­ 
denroth, to impose sentence upon a 
lady of your age. 
They inform 
me 
th at you come of good family, resid­ 
ing in Pittsburg, Pa. You adm it the 
selling of liquor in a house of ill fame. 
The law fixes this penalty. 
I 
have 
nothing to do with it. Your sentence 
in 
this case is $350 and costs 
and 
stand committed 
unto 
the 
Canton 
workhouse until it is paid. 
In the 
cases of yourself and son, W alters, 
you have both plead guilty to keeping 
a house of ill fame. 
The offense is 
a serious one. You pledge yourselves 
that you will abandon this evil house 
or course, and that you 
will assist 
your local municipal officers in every 
way in seeing that your hotel is run 
as a hotel should be. 
Your sentence 
is $50 and costs each and 90 days im­ 
prisonment. 
The sentence as to im­ 
prisonment is suspended on condition 
that you faithfully keep your promises. 
I give you fair warning not to come 
before me 
again. 
You must keep 
your promise to the letter.” 
Judge Hole is attem pting to do his 
whole duty. He is acting fairly in ev­ 
ery instance. 
Extenuating circum­ 
stances carry due weight with him 


in every sentence. He is absolutely 
fearless in his enforcement of 
the 
law. 
He is winning golden opinions 
from all fair minded men and women, 
citizens of Columbiana county. He is 
a terror to evil doers and to the law­ 
less element. His work on the bench 
is very commendable. 
Prosecuting Attorney 
Brookes is 
provin himself a power against the evil 
and lawless element. 
He is fair in 
his work, but unrelenting against men 
and women who are openly defiant of 
the law he so ably represents. He is 
making friends on every hand among 
the law abiding and better element of 
society. He is apparently determined 
to do his full duty. His work is very 
commendable.

of a Few of Its Many 


Provisions. 
1. All boys under 15 and all girls 
under 16 are required to attend school 
during the entire time schools are in 
session. 
2. No boy under 15 and no girl un­ 
der 16 can be legally employed in any 
factory, store, shop, or elsewhere while 
schools are in session. 
Girls engaged in household 
work 
for their own support may be excused, 
if 14 years or older. 
3. The truant officer has full police 
powers, and may enter any factory, 
shop, 
mercantile 
establishment, 
or 
any place where labor may be 
em­ 
ployed, to search for truants or those 
illegally employed and to enforce the 
law.

With Men Who Hare Been Before 
the Court and Have Broken 
Promises. 


HE WILL ENFORCE THE LAW 


Offenders Have Been Trifling With 
Legal Enactments as If They 
Were oi No Account. 


PRISONERS REALIZE 
T H E 
FA CT 


The w riter paid close attention 
to 
the ruling of his honor, Judge Hole, 
In yesterday’s court at Lisbon, 
and 
here gives a few pointers which may 
prove of benefit and interest to those 
m ost interested: 
“You were before me previous 
to 
this occasion and received due warn­ 
ing. 
You plead guilty of this second 
serious offense. You acknowledge that 
you have 
again sold to minors and 
habituals. You have not exercised due 
care and precaution. 
Your business 
is a dangerous one, and you have not 
surrounded it with 
the 
safeguards 
which you know that the law demands 
th at you must. You do not seem to 
have cared whether you broke the law 
Or not. The only thing that pleads in 
way of extenuation is that you intend 
going out of the liquor and saloon 
business.” 
And then followed a sentence 
of 
heavy fines and costs. And again his 
honor speaks: 
“And you have 
nothing to say in 
your own defense. 
You were before 
this court some six months 
since, 
and you then solemnly promised to 
be very careful. You look like a man 
that would keep 
a 
promise. 
Your 
counsel has given a plea that bears 
with it something of extenuation, and 
I shall make your sentence somewhat 
lighter than I had intended.” 
And then followed a salty sentence 
in fines and costs. And again: 
“Your counsel says that you bear 
the reputation of being a reputable, 
law abiding citizen; that 
you have 
never before been indicted; that you 
have been in the business 
a 
good 
while; that the habitual to whom you 
sold the liquor did not drink it or get 
drunk thereon, as some one stole the 
liquor 
from 
the 
purchaser’s front 
yard; that I should be lenient in your 
case. 
Your intent to sell was com­ 
plete; you sold; you are not entitled 
to any credit because the man did not 
get drunk—because his beer was sto­ 
len.0 
And then followed a somewhat light­ 
er sentence than in the previous case, 
but heavy enough 
to 
make the of­ 
fender more careful In the future as 
to whom he sells. And again: 
“You have been here before. 
You 
;were found guilty of selling to minors. 


You promised to be careful and cir­ 
cumspect. You are now charged with 
selling to minors and with selling on 
Sunday. You say that you close your 
doors and clean up on Sunday. There 
stands no necessity for your cleaning 
up on the Sabbath day.” 
And then followed heavy fines and 
costs and a jail sentence. And again: 
“This is your first offense. You are 
a bartender. 
I warn you to be care­ 
ful and not to appear before me again. 
You have plead guilty to the offense 
of selling to a minor. You will pay a 
fine of $25 and costs and stand com­ 
mitted to the Canton workhouse until 
paid.” 
And again: 
“You havg plead guilty to being a

3. The truant officer has full police 
powers, and may enter any factory,

any place where labor may be

ployed, to search for truants or those 
illegally employed and to enforce the 
law.

The difficulty which is likely to arise 
lies in the placing of proper limitations 
upon the scope of each head. This is 
particularly true of the subject of g uar­ 
antees and. perhaps, of that of in­ 
demnity . 
But M. Deleasse’s broadest 
propositions, while likely to consume 
some time in reducing them to ulti­ 
mate and binding form, may be said 
to have

fair reception awaiting 
them. 
As to tiie interdiction of arms, the 
state department already has intimat- 
ew that there may be a q uestion as to 
its wisdom and there is reason to be 
lieve, also, that Germany will not view 
that particular feature with approval. 
But there appears to be g ood reason 
to ex pect that a middle g round will 
he reached by confining the interdic­ 
tion of arms to a specified period, pos 
sibly to lie fix ed by the time req uired 
by China within which to pay the in­ 
demnity . 
Av hat the United States g overnment 
particularly desires to avoid is enter­ 
ing into a prog ramme that leans in 
any manner toward the maintenance 
of a foothold on Chinese soil, and if 
the other propositions relative to the 
maintenance of a line of free and safe 
communication between Peking and 
the sea, and to tlie leg ation g uards 
can be modified in Ahe direction of 
temporary ex pedients, they Mill be 
more likely to receive the support of 
our g overnment.

Thiebaut, handed the proposition to 
Secretary Hay, and held a brief con­ 
ference concerning it. About half an 
hour later, M. de Wollan, the Russian 
charge, arrived at the state depart­ 
ment and handed to Mr. Hay a note 
expressing Russian approval of the 
proposition just submitted by France. 
Mr. Hay gave no formal answer to the 
two communications, as they will go 
first to the president at Canton. 
The Franco-Russian proposition

under four heads, namely: First, pun­ 
ishment of the guity parties; second, 
interdiction of the shipment of arras 
into China; third, payment of indem­ 
nity to the powers, aud fourth, suf­ 
ficient guarantees for toe future.

W hat the United States government 
particularly desires to avoid Is enter­ 
ing into a programme that leans in 
any manner toward the maintenance 
of a foothold on Chinese soil, and if 
the other propositions relative to the 
maintenance of a line of free and safe 
communication between Peking and 
the sea, and to the legation guards 
can be modified in |the direction of 
temporary expedients, they will be 
more likely to receive the support of 
our government.

Note carefully the language of thif 
section. 
You will see that it specif! 
ctUly divides all the area under the 
sovereignty of the United States into 
three classes, which are as follows: 
1. States of the Union; 
2. Territories of the United States 
3. C ounties subject to tne jurisdic 
, tlon o i tlie united States.

Remem her now, that this was undei 
Thomas JeAerson, the father of the 
Democratic party ; tnat dae Congress

Mr. Sherman A.' Cuneo, son of the 
veteran editor, Pietro Cuneo, of the 
Upper Sandusky Republican, has just 
returned from the Philippines, where 
he was 
in

While there, Mr. Cuneo observed af­ 
fairs with a newspaper m an’s ey e. and 
the following gives some of his obser­ 
vations:

Thomas jefferson, the father of the

counsel has given a plea that bears 
with it something of extenuation, and 
I shall make your sentence somewhat 
lighter than I had intended." 
And then followed a salty sentence 
in fines and costs. 
And again: 
“Your counsel says that you bear 
the reputation of being a reputable, 
law abiding citizen; that 
you have 
never before been indicted; that you 
have been in the business 
a 
good 
while; that the habitual to whom you 
sold the liquor did not drink it or get 
drunk thereon, as some one stole the

THE TRUANT LAW. 


The Following is a Brief Summary 
of a Few of Its Many 


Provisions. 
1. All boys under 15 and all girls 
under 16 are required to attend school 
during the entire time schools are in 
session. 
2. No boy under 15 and no girl un­ 
der 16 can be legally employed in any 
factory, store, shop, or elsewhere while 
schools are in session. 
Girls engaged in household 
work 
for their own support may be excused, 
if 14 years or older. 
3. The truant officer has full police 
powers, and may enter any factory, 
shop, 
mercantile 
establishment, 
or 
any place where labor may be 
em 
ployed, to search for truants or those 
illegally employed and to enforce the 
law.

Lisbon, Oct. 5.— (Special.)—Martha 


Studenroth and her son, William Wal­ 


ter, of East Liverpool, decided to dis­ 
pense with a jury trial yesterday aft­ 
ernoon and entered a plea of guilty to 
two charges against them. 
Mrs. Studenroth and her son were 
jointly indicted for conducting the Na­ 
tional Hotel in E ast Liverpool as 
a 
house of ill fame. 
Six indictments 
were returned by the grand jury and 
when a plea of guilty was entered in 
two of the cases the remaining four 
were nollied. 
Mrs. Studenroth pleaded guilty 
to 
selling liquor in the house and was 
fined the penalty prescribed by law, 
which is $350, together with the costs. 
On the charge of keeping the house 
both she and her son were fined $50 
each with a workhouse sentence of 
90 days each attached. Relying on the 
promise of the accused, however, that 
they quit illicit business, Judge Hole 
suspended the im prisonment sentence.

Thiebaut, handed the proposition to 
Secretary Hay, and held a brief con­ 
ference concerning it. About half an 
hour later, Al. de Wodan, the Russian 
charge, arrived at the stat * depart­ 
ment and handed to Mr. H ay a note 
expressing Russian approval of the 
proposition just subm itted by France. 
Mr. Hay gave no formal answ er to the 
tw o com munications, as they will go 
first to the president at Canton. 
The Franeo-Russian proposition

The difficulty which is likely to arise 
lies in tile placing of proper lim itations 
upon the scope of each head. This is 
particularly true of tile subject of guar­ 
antees and, perhaps, of that of In­ 
demnity.

Thomas Jefferson, whom the Dem­ 
ocrats of today claim as their political 
father, was eiected President in 1800, 
just a century ago. During the Eighth 
Congress, which covered the last two 
years of his first term, the Democrats 
f had 
a 
heafy 
majority 
in 
both 
branches. 
The executive and the leg­ 
islative divisions of the government 
were in 
absolute accord. 
Jefferson 
was master, and Congress was his ser­ 
vant. 
That Congress 
passed a law, 
,wUch was approved by President Jef­ 
ferson on March 27, 1804, which pro­ 
vided for the authentication of local 
acts, or of public reeerds introduced 
as evidence in the federal and all other 
courts within the United States. 
This 
act has remained in force ever since. 
Its second section provided as follows: 
“All the provisions of this act, and 
of the act to which it is a supplement, 
shall apply as well to the public acts, 
records, office books, judicial proceed­ 
ings, courts, and offlcesh of the respec­ 
tive TERRITORIES 
of 
the 
United 
States, and COUNTRIES SUBJECT TO 
THE JURISDICTION OF THE UNIT­ 
ED STATES, as to the public acts, 
records, office books, judicial proceed­ 
ings, courts and offices of the several 
STATES.’' 
Note carefully the language of thb 
section. 
You will see that It specifi­ 
cally divides all the area under the 
sovereignty of the United States into 
three classed, which are as follows: 
It States of the Union; 
2. Territories of the United States; 
3. C ounties subject to toe jurisdic­ 
t io n of the united States. 
Remember now, that this was undei 
Thomas Jefferson, the father of the 
Democratic party; tnat che Congress 
was Democratic; and that this Con­ 
gress passed a law, which Thomas Jef­ 
ferson signed, which was a distinct 
.recognition of wnat Mr. Bryan today 
calls “Impel ialism." It designated the 
successive grades of United states ter­ 
ritory, from the subject country up to 
the State in full membership. 
It cre­ 
ated a 
framework and gave it the 
sanction of law, for a system of out­ 
lying possessions, colonies, provinces, 
or whatever else you may see bt to 
cai] them. 
Furthermore, this 
Democratic Jef­ 
fersonian law of 18C4 is still the law 
of the land; it has never been repealed.

Mr. Sherman A.' Cuneo, son of the 
veteran editor, Pietro Cuneo, of the 
Upper Sandusky Republican, has just 
returned from the Philippines, where 
he was

While there, Mr. Cuneo observed af­ 
fairs with a newspaper m an’s eye. and 
the following gives some of his obser­ 
vations:

tion. and I am sure there is no one.
